9870 AIR is ‘‘temporarily off the air’ 
per http://qsl.net/vu2jos/sw/freq.htm --- the best source for current 
AIR info. VBS had been scheduled on 9870, 500 kW, 35 degrees from 
Bengaluru at 0025-0440, 0900-1200, 1245-1740, but CRI has always 
collided with it, now with English at 13-16, 500 kW, 200 degrees from 
Xi‘an (powers and azimuths from HFCC). NNE from BGL and SSW from XIA 
means the signals would literally collide somewhere over the Himalayas 
if both were on, so AIR might as well turn itself off at least during 
these two sesquihours. Then at 1330 the AIR GOS is indeed propagating 
on 9690 with fair signal, news. 


9580, April 15 at 0140, CRI English relay via CUBA is back on // 9570 
ALBANIA, but with very different modulation levels and audio 
bandwidth. 9580 was off April 10, and also missing from CRI’s own 
schedule, and thus had been mis-presumed to be deleted (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx CHINA. 9880even, Not scheduled anywhere: China national radio 
before and after 0300 UT, news in Chinese, CHINA ID theme. Not listed 
at this hour. Could it be an on-air test running by Kunming 
transmission engineers? Not on air anymore, when checked at 0422 UT 
again. 


13780.002, CRI Nepali service via Kunming center, S=8-9 -80dBm signal 
at 0251 UT, heard in rather signal skip zone in eastern Thailand. Talk 
in Nepali by two male/female presenter. 


15710, Always nice Chinese music to be heard CNR8 Amoy service to 
Taiwan / southern China target, S=7 signal in Eastern Thailand remote 
unit at 0242 UT [selected SDR options, span 12.5 kHz RBW 15.3 Hertz] 
(Wolfgang B,schel, Checked eastern Thailand remote receiver 
installation, before to be closed soon, till autumn / winter season 
opening in November 2016. Looked out for transmissions seldom reported 
in western DX hobby lists, 0422 UT April 18, dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


xx COLOMBIA. 5910.050, April 14 at 0618, tropical music S9 to S7, so 
Alcarav-n Radio is back; haven’t heard it in quite a while. The only 
nighttime collision now would be at 03-05 UT, NHK via France. Not 
clear how secular the tunes are since understanding the lyrix is tough 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

*xk CRIMEA. BBG CONDEMNS TARGETING OF INDEPENDENT JOURNALISTS IN 
CRIMEA, INCLUDING RFE/RL CONTRIBUTORS April 20, 2016 


A Russia-backed prosecutor in Crimea is calling for the closure of 
RFE/RL's Crimea Realities website. 


WASHINGTON - The Broadcasting Board of Governors condemns the 
targeting of independent journalists in Russia-annexed Crimea 
following police searches on Tuesday of the homes of seven residents 
of the peninsula, including some who have worked as RFE/RL 
contributors. 


The Moscow-backed Crimean Prosecutor General's Office says it has 
launched a criminal case against one of these people, Mykola Semena, 
alleging that he engaged in "extremism" and agitated for "violations 
of Russia's territorial integrity" on the basis of his journalistic 
work. 


The prosecutor also called for the closure of RFE/RL's Crimea 
Realities website, 

http: //ru.krymr.com/ 

one of the last remaining sources of independent news on Russia- 
annexed Crimea, claiming that the website seeks to discredit the 
Russian Federation, incites interethnic hatred and promotes extremism. 


"The charges being considered against Semena are baseless and are 
aimed only at silencing independent voices and dissent," BBG CEO and 
Director John Lansing said. "Threats to the free practice of 
journalism must neither be made nor tolerated by any government." 


"Journalism is not a crime," BBG Chairman Jeff Shell said. "Reporters 
from RFE/RL and indeed all media outlets must be allowed to do their 
work in Crimea without fear of intimidation or arrest." 


This morning, U.S. Embassy in Kyiv spokesman Jonathan Lalley said, 
"The United States strongly condemns the detention of journalists" in 
Crimea and calls for "a halt to raids on media organizations by 
Russian occupation authorities." He added: "These actions are further 
examples of the Russian government's growing crackdown on independent 
voices in Russia and Russia-occupied Crimea." 


RFE/RL's Crimea Realities website was launched in March 2014, 
immediately following the Russian annexation of the Crimean peninsula. 
The site publishes content in the Crimean Tatar, Ukrainian and Russian 
languages in an effort to provide all audiences affected by the 
annexation with informed analysis and an independent and balanced 
account of the peninsula's news. 


Upholding freedom of the press is one of the BBG's top priorities in 
its efforts to support accurate, objective journalism around the 
world. Crimea, which was annexed by Russia in 2014, is ranked "Not 


Free," according to Freedom House's 2015 Freedom of the Press Findings

After reading Arnie Coro's post via Glenn Hauser's DX Listening Digest 
edition 16-15, about this testing at 10 kW omni-directional, I began 
checking at 2108. Nothing but a weak WJBX, North Ft. Myers, FL 
(despite 10 kW daytime) with Spanish ESPN Deportiva, but something 
threshold in Spanish constant talk under, not parallel the only 
previous Cuban listed on 770 -- Rebelde -- on checked 670, 1180, 1620 
or 5025 (all presumed not carrying Rebelde FM). 


Recheck at 2301, indeed Artemisa on the grayline, doing well with 
traditional Cuban vocals, female announcer, parallel fair-poor 1000 
kHz. Then at 2320, a poor parallel also pulled on 1320 kc/s, and at 
2334, a poor 1020 kc/s also parallel to complete all the active Radio 
Artemisa MW channels. Six (I think) time pips a few seconds ahead of 
2330, female Artemisa ID, back to Cuban traditional vocals. And again 
in just ahead of local sunrise, 1029 April 19, 2016 with male IDs, he 
and a female announcer with morning newscast and local events, fair 
and parallel 1000 kc/s through 1038 tune-out. 


770, Radio Rebelde, Las Tunas. 0001 April 19, 2016. Finally, Rebelde 
audio pops through poorly. So it is still on the channel, but now 
sharing with Radio Artemisa far to the WNW. RadioCuba lists as V C 
Central (whatever that is), Las Tunas province. My old list had this 
DFed to Pilon, Granma per FCC monitoring source in the Florida Keys 
years ago (Terry L. Krueger, Clearwater, FL, All times/dates GMT, NRD- 
535, IC-R75, ICF-7600GR, roof dipole, active lop, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx CUBA. 15140, Radio Habana Cuba; 1904-1911+, 11-Apr; Tune-in to 
English program promo and promptly off at 1904:53; found back on at 
1908 with English news; 1911 ID + promos for 102.5 FM & 
www.radiohc.cu, then back to English news; SI0=454. New for A16. Very 
weak audio there when they were off (Harold Frodge, Midland MI, USA, 
5525 Whitehall St., Midland MI 48642-3156, Drake R8B + 185' & 60' RW + 
125' bow-tie, ----- All logged by my ears, on my receiver, in real 
time! ----- , DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


What IS the deal with RHC, heard the afternoon of April 14th on 16180 
with a 55555 signal. English from 1900 UT. Maybe that should just 
stick with this odd frequency for good as it's not subject to 
interference as other channels are (Dan Robinson, circa DC, dxldyg via 
WORLD OF RADIO 1822, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


RHC Bauta 15140 kHz 340degrees, £,r CA / WeUSA/CAN ist weg gelaufen, 
sendet auf 16180 kHz, auch hier zu h*ren. 1800-2030 UT (Wolfgang 


B,schel, 1937 UT, ibid.) 


Yes, also heard in Germany. Intermodulation of 1040 kHz? Scheduled 
15140 kHz, 1800-2030 UT Bauta 100 kW 340 degrees towards Alberta-CAN, 
WeUSA, Alaska. Bauta is not on 15140, nor on 15370 kHz at present! 73 
wb (B,schel, 1941 UT, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST)

15140, April 14 at 2000, no signal from RHC which should be starting 
French on this new frequency after an hour of English. Higher-band 
propagation is degraded, but not from Cuba, S9+20 on 15370 in 
Portuguese at 2005. 


Later I see why: Dan Robinson discovered RHC English at 1902 on 16180 
instead, why? Humberto Molina reveals that 16180 is a Cuban spy- 
numbers frequency: His YouTube audiovideo is labeled: ‘‘"EstaciUn de 
n’meros" Cubana, voz + digital - HMO1 - 16180 kHz - Humberto Molina - 
Published on Sep 15, 2015 - Captada en Antiguo Cuscatl-n, La Libertad, 
El Salvador @2140 UTC 15/Sept/2015°°. 


So the Bauta site has once again mixed up RHC with Spy-numbers! There 
is plenty of spare capacity for espionage since RHC needs only one 
frequency until 1930, only two after that until 2100. Not to mention 
the other two sites idle for overt broadcasts at mid-day. 


6060, April 15 at 0148, RHC fails to broadcast in the wrong language, 
English, instead back in Spanish (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 
1822, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


6164.8, R Habanna, 0455, 4/15/16 in Spanish. Commentaries on 
Vietnamese in South America and help for poor children. Announced 
auction of artifacts belonging to Che Guevara, switch to Vietnamese 
language at 0455 (Walt Fair, Jr, Cedar Park, TX on the north side of 
Austin, Eton Grundig portable Field Radio, with telescoping antenna, 
NASWA Flashsheet via DXLD) 


It’s always been 6165.0 when I tune it. Suspect his measurements are 
inaccurate. And what??? RHC does not broadcast in Vietnamese (unless 
it was a brief clip to be translated). 6165 is also supposed to be 
English service only, tho there could have been a mixup at their end. 
Spanish service might have reported something like this (Glenn Hauser, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


11845, April 15 at 1413, pulse jamming against nothing, a frequency 
abandoned by Radio Marti *years* ago, as the incompetent DentroCuban 


Jamming Command keeps on keeping on; pulse rate is about 144/minute.

15370, Sunday April 17 at 2243 check, RHC only in Spanish, S9+20 but 
still suptorted. This is when weekly Esperanto is supposed to appear. 


17730, Sunday April 17 at 2243, RHC Esperanto is here instead of 
scheduled 15370, thus evading the self-collision which had been 
happening last week. 15370 Spanish is Bauta, so 17730 is presumably 
Bejucal, which frequency was listed in the A-16 schedule only in the 
mornings until 1500x. 


The 2230-0030 broadcasts to S America in French/Esperanto, Creole, 
Portuguese and Quechua (really French at 0000), are apparently all on 
17730 now instead of 15370. [WORLD OF RADIO 1822] 


The RHC skeds clearly show three sites: Bauta, Bejucal and Quivic:-n = 
Tit-n = San Felipe. The WRTH 2016 entry under RadioCuba on page 462 


says there are only two sites, named and powered thus: 


Bauta, Corralillo (GC 22N57/082W33) : 1 x 50 kW, 6 x 100 kW; and 
Quivic-n, San Felipe (GC 22N50 082W18): 5 x 250 kW 


The RHC A-16 schedule shows all BAU frequencies are 100 kW; all QVC 


250 kW; and BEJ either 50 or 100 kW. Does this mean the WRTH version 
has merged Bejucal with Bauta? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glenn, Mauno asked me, - he - or the WRTH team - had never got details 
from Cuba anymore of the Bejucal old USSR built secret service 
underground shortwave center. Last week, I sent Mauno the RHC-Arnie- 
origin Excel.xls file A-16 with these 3 Tab colums, including 50/100 
kW broadcast center table Bejucal in midst xls file tab. I told him: 
"Arnie never denied/refused our {Bejucal} meaning finding, 


So, I suppose, in next May WRTH 2016 UPdate .pdf.file, Mauno will 
mention all three sites, and their technical details then. 


I remember, that, at that time when we Bejucal site have discussed, 
especially with KL and BT then, at the very same time when the first 
super sharp Satellite Images were published in Google Earth and 
Terra_Server software - a decade ago. At this time also Bauta 
broadcast center site was new technically reshuffled, in between the 
years 2001 and 2004. Built up new 6 Chinese transmitters and therefore 
serviced re-built new curtain antennas. In this long reshuffle phase, 
the older 50 kW USSR units at Bejucal were used also as replacements 
within the whole 2-3 years building era (Wolfgang B,schel, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


15230, April 17 at 2244, very poor RHC is also suptorted here, sounds 
like Brazilian; yes, Portuguese scheduled 22-23, separately from the 
half-hour at 2230 on 11880 for Africa. 


13740, Sunday April 17 at 2246, RHC Filatelia show is still running, 
undermodulated but less distorted than the others. Better hurry up, as 
“En Contacto’ needs to start right now in order to be over by end of 
transmission 2300. Others with this: 11840 distorted; 11760 very good 
S9+30 not distorted; 9710 fair; 9535 poor; 5040 probably but too weak 
in noise level. Still no Contacto by a few minutes later. 


11880, April 17 at 2246, RHC is in Kriyol here, VG S9+30. This 
transmission is listed as Portuguese! In the A-16 sked from Arnie in 
DXLD 16-14, which went into effect a week ago, already two weeks late; 
and RHC‘s own website as of UT April 18 is xstillx only showing the 
old B-15 transmission schedule

9782.70 & 9797.30, April 18 at 0327, parasitic spurs to dirty CRI 
relay transmitter on 9790 during The Beijing Hour. Sitting on one of 
the spurs, they can cut off, and different pitch spurs cut on and off. 
Best when fundamental is huge, not always the case depending on MUF 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1822, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


13740, April 18 at 2055, strong open carrier, 2100 cut-on RHC IS and 
brief martial NA, sign-on with frequency list in typical Soviet-style 
backward order just like R. Mosc’ used to do it: 17730, 13740, 11760, 
11840, 9535, 9710, 5040; FM 102.5 in Habana, 91.7 on Isla de Juventud, 
103.1 serving three provinces including Mayabeque, Artemisa. Looks 
like RHC is expanding its domestic presence not only with more and 
more 24h FM transmitters, but overnight on several AM channels, 
presumably bumping off Rebelde, Reloj or some other filler. 


The trouble is, 17730 is *xnot*x on, but unmentioned very strong 15370 
*xis* on; 2101 initiating ‘Nuestra AmErica’* magazine show for the next 
bihour (ex-*Revista Informativa de la Tarde’). Just what does this 
magazine show contain? Who knows? RHC website under Programacion 
http://www. radiohc.cu/interesantes/programacion 

has no specific program time or title details whatsoever, just another 
outdated B-15 version of the transmission schedule in all languages. 
But we know there are specific program segments appearing at more or 
less the same times from week to week. 


See our previous discussion of the 15370/17730 confusion, which RHC 
itself obviously has not sorted out yet. 2300 recheck, now 17730 is on 
starting Kriyol. 11880 African service is not yet on at 2100, should

RIGHTS GROUPS VOICE CONCERNS AFTER A RARE PROTEST IN GAMBIA 
BANJUL | By Pap Saine 


Human rights groups voiced concern on Friday over arrests in Gambia 
after a rare public demonstration in the West African nation, where 
President Yahya Jammeh has come under regular criticism for his 
increasingly authoritarian rule. 


Jammeh, a former soldier who seized power in a bloodless coup in 1994, 
has made headlines for eccentric proclamations, including a claim to 
have invented a cure for HIV/AIDS and his recent surprise decision to 
make Gambia an Islamic republic. 


But he has also come under fire from rights groups and foreign 
governments for employing strong-arm tactics to stamp out political 
dissent, making Thursday's small protest particularly noteworthy. 


A small group of demonstrators waving banners with slogans including 
"We need electoral reforms and freedom of speech" gathered in 
Serekunda, just outside the capital Banjul, before their rally was 
broken up by security forces. 


Jammeh, who expected to extend his rule in elections planned for 
December, was in Istanbul attending a summit of Islamic countries at 
the time. 


Police sources said a number of people, including Solo Sandenga, a 
prominent youth leader from the main opposition United Democratic 
Party (UDP), were arrested and that an investigation was being carried 
out. 


Seydou Gassama, the head of Amnesty International in Senegal, said the 
government's response was worrying. 


"We are very concerned by the violent and disproportionate reaction of 
authorities in Gambia against a group of people who were protesting 


peacefully ... President Jammeh could see this as an attempt to 
destabilize his regime," he said. 


A failed attempt to depose Jammeh orchestrated by Gambians living 
abroad led to a wave of arrests last year. 


The government was quick to downplay Thursday's protest. 


"A few agitators wanted to cause a breach of the peace and public 
order but they were reined in by the able security forces ... There is 
no need for alarm," government spokesman Sheriff Bojang told Gambia's 
the Standard Newspaper. 


Jammeh once told a reporter he could rule Gambia, a tiny sliver of a 
country surrounded by Senegal and home to 2 million people, for "a 
billion years". 


He has scrapped term limits from the constitution, and the regional 
bloc ECOWAS refused to send observers to the last elections in 2011, 
citing intimidation of the opposition and the electorate. 


Jeffrey Smith, an international human rights consultant who works 
closely with Gambian activists, said he'd received reports of mass 
arrests and alleged torture of protest organizers by the National 
Intelligence Agency in the wake of the demonstration. 


However, he said that growing discontent could fuel further protests 
in the run-up to the polls. 


"I think Gambia's political opposition and civil society, or at least 
what's left of them, are spoiling for a fight ahead of December's 
election ... There's a reason why he has rarely traveled outside the 
country over the past year."

**x INDIA. AIR MULLS SHUTTING DOWN SOFT POWER SHORT WAVE UNITS

The Prasar Bharati Board is contemplating shutting down the short-wave 
service of the External Services Division (ESD) of All India Radio 
(AIR) even as a proposal to switch to an affordable internet-based 


radio service is still under consideration. A section of the board is 
keen on closing down the short wave service as an exorbitant amount is 
being spent to maintain the current infrastructure. 


iThe total budget allocated to ESD is Rs 100 crore annually. Out of 
this, approximately Rs 95 crore is spent on the maintenance of short 
wave transmitters, which includes the high cost of spare parts that 
are not easily available. The remaining Rs 5 crore is spent on the 
production of programmes in 27 languages, and to pay the salaries of 
the staff who are hired on a contract basis,i said a senior official 
in the ESD. 


i0ne would expect to gain a large fan base after spending so much 
money, but this has not been the case with ESD. Since no survey has 
ever been done to determine the number of listeners, we cannot give an 
exact or even an approximate number of people who listen to AIRis ESD 
channels across the world. But we know that we have a good following 
based on the feedback that we receive from people in countries where 
ESD is being listened to. Our listeners send us postcards or emails 
from Africa, New Zealand, Australia, Japan, etc. 


But the following is not in proportion to the money being spent on 
this service,i said the senior officer. iThe proposal suggests the 
shutting down of short wave and the service being made web-based. 
Since internet is far reaching, listening radio live on the web should 
not hurt our existing fan base. But of course there is the argument 
that short wave can reach even the remotest corners of the world, 
which is not the case with internet signals. 


The shutting down of short wave, without a doubt, will affect the 
propaganda value of India among its listeners abroad. This is why 
there are chances that the short wave service might continue in 
neighboring countries like China, Nepal, etc. Also, Indiais edge ina 
continent like Africa will suffer a blow if the short-wave is to be 


a 


shut down,i said sources in AIR. 


To understand the importance of short wave radio services overseas one 
can take a look at the efforts that neighbouring China puts in for its 
own propaganda among audiences abroad. iThe communication strategies 
of China are impressive. For example, they have respective radio 
documentaries about neighbouring countries that educate the listeners 
about Chinais take on the issues in that particular country. Their 
transmitters are used to their full capacity which helps the listener 
get a perfect signal. 


In India, none of our transmitters are being used to their full 
capacity. So a listener would automatically prefer to listen to a 
frequency that is clear and easy to hold on to. They also invest a lot 


in the content of their programmes. There are Tamil radio programmes 
made by the Chinese who speak Tamil. We have a programme in Swahili, 
which is produced with the help of some African students who study in 
India. The reason why India has failed to match the strategic 
communication design implemented by our neighbour is that India is 
still a developing country. We have more important issues that need to 
be addressed immediately. 


The decision to save money and put it in improving our internet 
services and the quality of our programmes is not a bad idea either,i 
said a senior official in ESD. The e-mail sent by this correspondent 
to Jawhar Sircar, CEO, Prasar Bharati, did not get any response until 
the time of going to press. 


All India Radio had started external broadcasting shortly after the 
outbreak of the Second World War, with a service in Pushtu for 
listeners across the countryis then North West Frontier. The service 
was designated to counter radio propaganda from Germany, directed at 
Afghanistan, Iran and Arab countries. After the war ended, the 
equipment was presented to AIR, which took over active control and 
continued external broadcasting. 


At present, ESD broadcasts 57 transmissions daily, with almost 72 
hours covering over 108 countries in 27 languages, out of which 15 are 
foreign and 12 are Indian. The Indian languages are Bengali, Gujarati, 
Hindi, Kannada, Malayalam, Nepali, Punjabi, Saraiki, Sindhi, Tamil, 
Telugu and Urdu. The foreign languages are Arabic, Balochi, Burmese, 
Chinese, Dari, French, Indonesian, Persian, Pushtu, Russian, Sinhala, 
Swahili, Thai, Tibetan and English (General Overseas Service). (via

But if you go back 40 years, 
even Radio Peking (today China Radio International) never sounded so 
awful. External radio services from other developing and under 
developed countries sound better. 


5: Also they have no listeners. There are so many other sources for 
information on India that are doing a million times better than AIR.

DAB+ 
broadcasts will cover an initial three cities, including the capital 
Jakarta. 


Indonesia has a population of more than 250 million people. To put it 
another way, its population is roughly the same as the established 
DAB+ countries of Germany, the UK, Norway, Sweden, Australia, Belgium 
and France combined. However, only 44% of the population listens to 
radio in Indonesia, for an average of 15 hours a week. 


Most of Indonesia's internet traffic is mobile, and smartphone 
penetration is growing rapidly. LG have recently released the LG 
Stylus DAB+, a medium-cost phablet with DAB+ built-in. This represents 
an opportunity for RRI's programming, as well as a significant new 
market for this new phone should LG release it in the country.

After being alerted by viewers, Radio Farda confirmed the satellite 
Signal has for the last 12 days been jammed in Tehran and other large 
cities in Iran, and only during the normal broadcast time of "Morning 
With News". The audio of the popular programme is broadcast on AM and 
shortwave radio, and is so far unblocked. 


Even though Facebook is blocked in Iran, Radio Farda's Facebook page 
has over 1.5 million fans. Audiences must use proxy servers to access 
both Facebook and Radio Farda's website. 


Family members of Radio Farda staff have been interrogated, coerced, 
and threatened by secret police in more than 20 incidents between 
2012-2015. Iran has set up phoney websites and social media profiles 
to discredit Farda reporting, and has targeted Farda journalists in 
over 15 documented cases of online harassment.

It is nigh impossible to figure out what they 
are broadcasting, if anything. They have likely never been built. I 
decided to go phantom hunting by pulling the permits from the RPC and 
figuring out who our Impulsora is. 


The legal representative usually offers a clue to who is involved 
in a radio station. For instance, when I independently discovered the 
Zacatecas social TV trio to be social wolves, I did so by tracing the 
people that signed for the concessions. Roberto Rodriguez Reyes, for 
instance, works for ZER and holds several other permits (such as 
XHRRR-FM Jalisco), so it's safe to say that ZER is involved with the 
concession holder, Valores y Tradiciones de Mi Tierra, A.C. 


Pulling the Impulsora permits gives us the representative Martin de 
Jes’s Gordillo Cruz. This name turned up nothing when I searched it in 
whole. Trying to do something, I removed the "de Jes’s" and suddenly 
had more search hits, including our smoking gun:

I think my work is done 
for today (Raymie Humbert, Phunix AZ, April 14, WTFDA Forum via DXLD) 


I don't know what is XHITG-89.1 broadcasting, if they are, but El 
Valor de Sex CatUlico webpage 

http: //www.elvalordesercatolico.com/ 

says they have a show in 89.1 ("La radio como debe ser") in Tuxtla. 
(Gargadon, Ciudad del Carmen, Campehe, ibid.) 


That's a great list! A few pirates. XHVF Villaflores is also on that 
list - it is a commercial station operated by Radio N’cleo. Looks like 
the name of XHITG is "La radio como debe ser" (Radio As It Should Be), 
at least as listed there. Searching that name only brings up the 
slogan of Antena 8 radio which is in Panam-.

XHARZ-FM 100.1 Aguascalientes (owned by ZER, one of the largest 
purveyors of permit wolves) has been known to air commercials (Raymie, 
ibid.)

Hard to believe that 
there still was to hear this second AM station on the same wavelength

The only other major broadcaster in Bambara is RFI (but called

9955, April 14 at 0620, WRMI still in World Music instead of Brother 
HyStairical as still on 7570 et al., so not only one hour at 05-06, 
but into another; S7-S9 in poor propagation. 


9955, Thu April 14 at 1301, AWR Wavescan is underway about QSL cards, 
soon an historical feature read by Ray Robinson; recheck at 1323, JSWC 
reporter is reading strictly formatted logs dated late October-early 
November! Her routine logs are always a few weeks old, but this takes 
the cake. Is an old WS episode being replayed by accident or as 
substitute for a new one? 


9955, April 15 at 0130, surprised to find no WRMI, not even a carrier, 
and the pulse jamming isn’t that heavy. As I bandscan the next 20 
minutes, I note xall*x the other WRMI frequencies are off: 11530, 9395, 
7780, 7730, 7570, 5985, 5950, 5850, 5765, 5015; except: 11580 has a 
weak signal, figured something else, but nothing else is scheduled; 
and 6915, the 24-hour BS frequency xisx on, the only one remaining for 
sure. That's 13 of them; #7, 21675 in daytime is the only transmitter 
not scheduled at night. So it’s not a total power failure, and 6915 is 
the one priority transmitter which gets to stay on! 


Another check at 0532 finds most of them back on, including algo on 
11580, JBA on 9955, JBA carrier on 9395, poor S9 on 7570, also 7730, 
7780. 7570 is normally blasting in, so either it’s under-powered or 
propagation is really bad as implied by the weak 9 MHz signals. 


7730, April 16 at 0038, WRMI in well playing that song about Allah, 


during a scheduled ‘World Music’ hour, breaking away from the stronger 
and weaker BS on 7570, 7780. 


7730, April 17 at 0355, one WRMIBS frequency is AWOL, unlike stronger 
7570 and weaker 7780; 0520 recheck, back on (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST)

5129.74-AM, April 15 at 2352, WBCQ talk is under the S9+5 storm noise 
level, unreadable, but it must be the new show AW mentioned for 2345 
Fridays, ‘Smart Money Guy’. 


7489.9, UT Sat April 16 from 0000, WBCQ with ‘Allan Weiner Worldwide’, 
and AW himself is back on this week. Says his main topic will be about 
taxes, and how unfair they are, reading something from a Maine 
newspaper, and later the NYT; and allowing phone calls from the usual 
suspects to interrupt him. // 5129.74-AM follows several seconds 
later, but is too noisy to listen to, altho improved a bit by an hour 
later. 


9330.08-CUSB, April 18 at 0125, WBCQ is back on during this hour at 
least on Sunday night, Baptist? gospel huxter about submerging 
Catholix is not enough to save them, tsk2 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) BROAD SPECTRUM RADIO on WBCQ: See OKLAHOMA [non] 


xk US A. WWRB -- 13 April 2016 (UT) --- David Frantz with extensive 
monologue this evening (starting just after 0200) about fuel and other 
taxes and how he became a pilot at a very young age (and how to taxi 
an aircraft!!!) interspersed with some big band music. Rather 
interesting. Fair signal on 5050 kHz. Sent a reception report during 
the broadcast and got an on-air call out. Didn't seem to be in too 
much of a hurry to switch frequency (to 3185) for Brother Stair. Is 


there a schedule of programs for WWRB yet? 


Finally switched frequency to 3185 kHz at 0334 UT for Bro. Stair (not 
as strong here in NB). Before signing off, talked about the 
availability of air time and welcomes pirate broadcasters to broadcast 
legally via WWRB. Attempting to set up a Friday night "Pirates' Cove" 
program (Richard Langley, NB, April 14, dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Normally BS would be on a separate transmitter via 9370 or 3185, than 
on 5050. So 3185 did not really come on tonight until 5050 went off? 
(Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 


The impression I had was that they are using just one transmitter 
currently and it was retuned from 5050 to 3185 kHz. I did check 3185 
kHz before the frequency shift and only heard some local RFI. After 
5050 shut down, I tuned immediately to 3185 and there was BS. Would be 
interesting if David Frantz could confirm this. Do you have his direct 
e-mail address? Using the WWRB Web page e-mail facility is a bit 
cumbersome (Richard Langley, ibid.) 


Question About Transmitter Use 


Mr. Frantz: The following question came up on the DXLD list this 
morning in response to a posting of mine last night: 


So, one and the same (recently refurbished) transmitter used for 5050 
and 3185 kHz at the moment? And same antenna? Incidentally, which one 
and what is its beam direction? Thanks. And again, I enjoyed your 
monologue on aviation last night. I learned a few things. -- (Prof.) 
Richard Langley 


P.S. During the 1990s, I was involved with Transport Canada and 
subsequently Nav Canada in introducing GPS technologhy to them. 
Enjoyed several trips in their Citation jet, being picked up and 
dropped off at our local airport (Richard B. Langley, cc to gh, DXLD) 


Capt. Dave (as he referred to himself this evening) replied to an e- 
mail: "Brother Stair has his own transmitter: from 9:00 AM to 9:00pm 
ET he is on 9.370 MC then at 9:00 PM we re-tune his transmitter to 
3.185 Mc for the summer season." 


So, I guess I just have poor signal propagation at times for the 3185 
kHz signal compared to 5050 kHz. And looks like BS is on 24 hours per 
day on WWRB and the schedule here: 

http: //overcomerministry.org/radio-schedule/ 

is not quite right. 


Dave Frantz also said: "Three 100 kW transmitters are being 
scra[p]ped. The heat exchangers & plate transformers have been hauled 
off to the scrap yard we are expanding our VERY profitable Avionics 
shop and need the room. 


"So WWRB is down to two 100 kW transmitters [says 5050 kHz is running 
115 kW on air] --- not profitable but love shortwave" 


This evening, he was doing his monologue again when I tuned in at 
about 0130 UT. Talking about flying again and the plans for the 
"Pirates' Cove" show. Plans to run it from about 7 p.m. ET to midnight 
on Friday evenings. Closed down 5050 kHz at 0200:44 UT (Richard 
Langley, NB, UT April 15, dxldyg via WORLD OF RADIO 1822, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


5050, April 14 at *2255:22, WWRB carrier-on, modulated by Radio RSA IS 
from 2255:45, poor at first vs local noise level but we know it will 
build up. 2300 Dave signs on and right into another monolog, 
emphasizing his 115,000 watt transmitter and 200-foot-high rhombic 
antenna --- that height improves takeoff angle, and minimizes ground 
loss. Then pitches for pirates to participate in a feature to air 
Friday nights, “Pirate Cove’, inviting several pirates by name to 
phone in and go legal, avoiding the risk of fines or having their 
Social Security payments eventually docked [WORLD OF RADIO 1822] 


Recheck at 2342, still going now saying it took him 20 years to 
realize that Christian broadcasters are only interested in making a 
profit. Next check at 0145 UT April 15, now he’s talking about 
aviation; has it been all-Dave-all-the-time this evening? 


5050, April 15 at 2351, UT Saturday April 16 at 0009 and 0044 chex, no 
signals from WWRB, so the Friday night ‘Pirates’ Cove’ Dave was 
promoting has not yet eventuated. Has he had any takers? At 0044, no 
other WWRB signals are to be heard on 9370, 3185, 3195 or 3215, so 
there may be some other reason for the silence (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1822, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Nothing heard from WWRB on 5050 kHz this evening from 2200 UT onwards. 
Either they were not on or non-existent propagation into NB. On the 
other hand, WBCQ on 5130 kHz is for once not skipping over me. Heard 
well this evening around 0140 when I gave up on WWRB (Richard Langley, 
UT April 16, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


5050, April 17 at 0349, no signal from WWRB; you never know whether 
they will be on or not. 


5050, April 17 at 2256, no signal from WWRB at its nominal sign-on 
time; but rechecked at 2358, NOW the Radio RSA IS is running an hour 


later; since it’s Sunday? By next check April 18 at 0029, amid a 
gospel huxter rather than a Dave monolog. At 0123 with very lo-fi 
religious music, sounds like a terrible phoneline, then reciting Psalm 
XXIII accompanied by ‘Rock of Ages* hymn. 


9370, April 18 at 0123, WWRBS is still on day frequency after 9 pm ET; 
by 0325 April 18, 3185 is still not on and there is a JBA carrier on 
9370, maybe this; while 5050 is off already. 


3185, April 18 at 1113, no signal from WWRBS which should be running 
all-night. Last check at 0325, 9370 was still on. 


5050, Monday April 18 at 2255, WWRB with Radio RSA IS, so back to 
nominal opening time vs. 2355 on Sunday; 2300 Dave inviting phone 
calls and then a tune. 


I’ve had some reaxion from knowledgeable people to some of Dave's 
comments on the air and/or by mail, summarizing: WWRB is not the only 
US SW station inspected by the FCC. But just because rules are on the 
books, FCC does not necessarily enforce all of them, and has admitted 
as much to SW broadcasters, e.g. serving a domestic rather than 
foreign audience is OK; top-of-hour IDs may be delayed up to 45 
minutes to avoid interrupting programming. The FCC doesn’t really care 
about enforcing rules on SW broadcasters, there are so few of them. 
FCC responds mainly to hot-button issues, such as EAS violations. 


What is the **10 dB rule’* Dave talks about? Antennas are supposed to 
have at least that much direxional forward gain. However, with rhombix 
you don’t necessarily want this, unless you are trying to reach a very 
distant target; the less direxional, the better, for domestic 
coverage, at least from mid-continent rather than the periphery (like 
WBCQ, WRMI, KVOH). If you are pushing in one direxion, you are losing 
coverage to the sides and back. Likewise, increased height of towers 
supporting rhombic antennas is not necessarily a positive thing. Yes, 
makes for a lower takeoff angle for distant targets, but causes more 
skip-over domestic targets. 100 kW Harris transmitters do not have 
solid-state modulators; if they did, they would cost up to 100K$ more. 


As for Dave's problems with Christian broadcasters causing him to lose 
his faith(?), many smaller ones are just in it for the money, and 
putting any and all on the air without vetting them is asking for 
trouble, rather than major reliable ministries. The US SW situation is 
dismal, with a lot more screwups technically and operationally than 
even gh catches. 


9370, April 19 at 0111, WWRBS is still here, not 3185; and their only 
other WWRB transmitter which started 5050 at 2255 April 18, is now 
playing an hymn; next check at 0143, 5050 is off and BS has switched 


to 3185 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 9475 & 5830, April 15 at 0141, WTWW-1 missing from both 
frequencies: possibly amid a QSY, but that would be an odd time to do 
it. So I check the others: 


12105, April 5 at 0141, JBA carrier, so maybe WTWW-3 is on and as 
usual not really propagating this late; 5085 & 9930 also both off, no 
WTWW-2. However at 0154, 5085 is now on with open carrier + hum at 
$9+50, along with its plus/minus 12.9+ kHz parasites circa 5072 and 
5098, so Ted is probably about to begin another DJ show prElude to 
“Midnight[sic] in the Desert’ which starts at 0400 UT Tue-Sat, when it 
is only 9 pm in the Nevada desert (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


*xk US A. UNIDENTIFIED. 5845, April 18 at 0624, JBA AM carrier 
detectable in sideband of 5850 WRMIBS. The only 5845 in HFCC A-16 is 
BBC via Thailand, 3.5+ hours of 100 kW English DRM westward at 1429- 
1800, echoed by EiBi. So does Aoki but at 1359-1800. What could this 
be now? Seems steady rather than parasite out of WRMI, not known for 
those anyway like WTWW, WWCR, WEWN habitually produce, altho faulty 
audio feeds like Brother Hystairical might force WRMI into them. A 
leapfrog mixing product of two higher 49mb frequencies from same site? 


Searching archive, I already figured this out last year: *'5980, Nov 
16 at 0404, the WWCR 5890/5935 leapfrog another 45 kHz higher attains 
S9 as the fundamentals are still very strong, mostly audio from 5890 
some non-BS gospel huxter, but 5935*s dead Gene Scott also audible. On 
reverse leap, 5845, only a very poor carrier’* (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 7520, UT Sunday April 17 at 0354, VG S9+45 signal with drama 
in Russian; this is a weekly broadcast by WHRI (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. On April 7th at 0045 on 9265 an English religious program 
was heard, seems via WINB and at 0056 another station started on same 
frequency with ID in English at 0100 and country songs from 0101 UT 
(WMLK ?), but WINB was under with religious program in English (Rumen 
Pankov, Sofia, Bulgaria, April 8, received April 14 for DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Mystery: Tho WMLK has shared a frequency with WINB in past, they would 
not play country music, nor be on the air at this hour, nor surely at 
the same time as WINB. I’ve checked and heard nothing but WINB (gh, 
DXLD) 


9265, April 15 at 0142, one station with a gospel huxter, presumed 


WINB. Also at 1502 UT Fri April 15, JBA algo, presumed WINB, again on 
air much earlier than still scheduled «1800 on weekdays per 
http: //winb.com/schedule.htm 


Or could it be something else? I’ve not heard a WINB ID in the 
mornings, and I really couldn't imagine any station other than WINB 
appearing on this WOOB frequency, but Rumen Pankov, Bulgaria, tells me 
[as above] 


Altho WMLK has a history of sharing a frequency with WINB, WMLK would 
not be playing country music, and of course it would be a big foulup 
if both Pennsylvanians were on 9265 simultaneously. Further chex of 
9265 morning and evening needed. 9265 is on again but JBA, April 15 at 
1502. 


9265, April 16 at 0045, one station in English, modulation somewhat 
distorted, about suppression of Christians in Africa and Mideast. 
0123, still one gospel huxter, presumed only WINB; no sign of a second 
station CCI as Rumen Pankov once heard. 


9265, April 16 at 1235, WINB for a change is not on the air yet, this 
being a Saturday; previously scheduled to start at 1430 UT with ‘Meat 
in Due Season’. 


9265, April 20 at 1325 check, WINB no longer being heard this week so 
early; nor April 21 at 1354 check. Why and with what were they doing 
it last week? Still no clues on their website schedule (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 9975, April 18 at 0112, KVOH is AWOL; allows one to enjoy 
the lite pulse jamming against nothing on 9980. Still no 9975 at 0325. 


9975, April 19 at 0127, KVOH is AWOL for a second night; what's wrong? 
Did not get to check day frequency 17775, which is probably the other 
transmitter. 


17775, April 19 at 1451, JBA carrier, presumably KVOH, which is 
getting to be the norm for them if still signing on at *1400 without a 
MUF buildup to 18 MHz at least. Next check at 1919, there is still a 
carrier here, just barely modulated; and still at 2130, very poor, so 
leaving it on beyond previous 1900*? As I suggested would be prudent 
for Latin America. Nothing else is known to use 17775 anywhen, 
disregarding one of countless wooden HFCC registrations from UAE at 
16-17 only. Seems like KVOH is barely creaking along, despite having 
acquired another used transmitter years ago. 


17775, April 20 at 1756, can tell KVOH is on at S3-S4 but JBM. At 1804 
it’s much weaker than 17765 WHRI which has just opened, and even 


weaker than 17790 WRMI. 9975 had been completely off the air in 
evenings, but not checked UT April 20 or 21 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 870, April 15 at 1256 UT, Spanish roughly N/S and it’s too 
late for XETAR, mentions Radio Transmundial, and partial ID as ‘‘la 
nuestra --- cadena --- 870 AM’, so it’s certainly KFIJZ Fort Worth TX, 
1 kW direxional daytimer, which NRC AM Log shows as Radio Fortaleza, 
format ETHnic rather than SS:RELigious, with an address in Houston. 
Radio-locator.com has no such name but shows it as Spanish Christian. 
Fades out before 1300 UT. Its pattern is close to circular, but with a 
bit more oomph OKward, i.e. north. TWR/Radio Transmundial does run 
promotional programming on domestic stations (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. KNZZ, 1100, CO, on day power --- Clobbering WTAM when using 
my west DKAZ antenna. They are running the same talk show as WTAM 
about 1 second between them so beware. 73 KAZ Barrington IL (Neil 
Kazaross, 0321 UT April 18, ABDX via DXLD) 


They might have been legal, using the excuse of the big winter storm 
we had over the weekend for emergency authorization. Unless anything 
in the rules has changed, AM stations can use daytime facilities at 
night in an emergency. The only time I have heard that being done was 
during a hurricane in the late 70s that was affecting New Orleans. 
WNOE was on 50 kW with their day pattern all evening. They kept their 
Top 40 format going with news breaks between each song and the jock on 
the air was heavily promoting the fact that they were 50,000 watts and 
he was soliciting DX calls the whole time. A lot of calls were coming 
in from people in areas far beyond their nighttime signal coverage 
area. 73, (Kit, W5KAT, CO, April 18, ABDX via DXLD) 


** US A. Little KLIM in Limon, CO is about to become a biggie. LimUn 
is a little town along I 70 about 100 miles east of Denver KLIM is 
their little 250 watt daytimer on 1120. Authorization was just granted 
today for KLIM to increase to 50 kW Day with a 2 tower array, and 3 kW 
ND for critical hours. They will still be a daytimer. Their new 50 kW 
Day coverage will give them a city grade signal over Denver, Colorado 
Springs, and Pueblo. They will also have secondary coverage over Fort 
Collins. This will be a good one to listen for around sunrise and 
sunset when they get it fired up. 73, (Kit, W5KAT, CO, ABDX via DXLD) 


When was the last time KLIM was actually on the air? Interesting that 
while the FCC says ND days, they list a two tower array so they 
certainly will be directional days:

I expect I'll be able to get them thru KMOX with 3 kW CH power on good 
sunset skip nights. 73 KAZ Barrington IL (Neil Kazaross, ibid.) 


I have checked for KLIM a number of times when out that way and I 
can't remember ever hearing on in recent years. Same with the FM that 
was licensed there, but the COL on it was recently changed to Deer 
Trail and it is for sale. 


I noticed that about the discrepancy in the license info, but that is 
nothing new for the FCC. You have to remember that it is the same 
agency that has been licensing K calls east of the Mississippi, and W 
calls west of the Mississippi in the past couple of decades, so no 
surprise they can't even get tech specs correct. If KLIM ever cranked 
up 50 kW at night in an emergency, KMOX would come unglued! (Kit, 
ibid.) 


I've never logged them from the [NV/UT] Border Inn. KANN-UT and KMOX- 
MO are most common there, but KZSJ-CA, KPNW-OR and KTXW-TX have also 
been logged. Offhand I'm not sure if I've ever logged them on my trips 
to Colorado. I'll have to dig up my notes from a very quick bandscan I 
did on top of Pike's Peak in 2004. They only let you stay up there 
about half an hour so I really had to hustle. Wish I had a Perseus 


back then! 73 (Tim Hall, ABDX via DXLD) 


About 8 years ago when visiting Denver I took a drive out to Limon and 
there was no trace of KLIM. BTW, when are they supposed to come back 
on? 73 KAZ (Neil Kazaross, ibid.) 


Interesting. The new coordinates for this station' s new two tower 
array put it at 11.9 miles SE of Kiowa, CO, and 35 miles west of 
Limon. That's a ways from Limon. Looking at Google Maps, I don't even 
see towers or a transmitter building yet (no clue how old the Google 
images are). Pattern is a rough cardioid figure without the notch, and 
pointed at 268 degrees. Pushing 88 kilowatts almost due west and 11 
kilowatts east. It ought to be interesting when it gets on the air. 


Found out more info: 


Looks like they applied for an STA in December which was approved in 
January. They are operating on 1220 kHz at 100 watts.

Could this be a typo and mean 1120? There's a station in Denver on 
1220.

Good question. An earlier STA extension also shows 1220, but the

Given that this is a just-approved application, I wouldn't expect 
there to be anything at the site yet (Kit, ibid.) 


Will definitely be a prime winter daytime DX target here. Even as Kaz 
has said, 3 kW ND CH will be an easy target (Todd Skaine, Bloomington 
MN, ibid.) 


The day and critical hours sites are different.

The application to sell to Catholic Radio Network dates to 2014, so I 
question if that is still valid. It seems like the sale would have 
been finalized long before this if it was still under active 
consideration. 


It is interesting that the tower specified for critical hours is an 
existing tower. I say that because it seems unlikely that the tower 
would be suitable for AM use since it would not likely have the 
necessary insulators for the base, the guy wires, or the other 
antennas on the side, and of course, there would be no ground system 
in place. Another interesting item is that there is a 3 bay FM antenna 
side mounted on that tower. There are two translators licensed to 
Limon that are supposed to be on that tower, but it seems very 
unlikely that either or both would be using a 3 bay antenna. 73, (Kit 
W5KAT, ibid.) 


Yes, the Critical Hours site (3 kW) will be about 7 miles north of 
Limon, approximately 35 miles from the daytime 50 kW site. Interesting 
that the two sites fall under the same FCC construction permit 
application, BP-2015029AUC. I wonder how common this is, to have the 
daytime and critical hours sites this far apart with totally different 
array characteristics? (Bill, RADIO-TIMETRAVELLER, Apr 20, ibid.) 


Wow, that is bizarre, isn't it? I guess they're concerned the 3 kW 
wouldn't cover their (nominal!) city of license, or else they'd just 
use one tower from the other site. Frankly, I'd count them as 2 
separate stations. Has there ever been a case like this before? 

73 (Tim Hall, CA, Sent from my BlackBerry 10 smartphone, ibid.) 


Under current rules, the 60 dbu contour of the translator cannot 
exceed the lesser of 25 miles from the daytime site or the 2 mv 
daytime AM contour. That rule may change as part of the FCC'S current 
AM rule making proceeding, and if it does, that opens new translator 
potential for KLIM (Scott Fybush, NY, ibid.) 


An interesting thread going on right now about KLIM, a station that I 
honestly never held out much hope for ever picking up. Wasn't this 
station -- studios AND tower -- taken out when a tornado ravaged Limon 
in June of 1990? 73, (Rick Dau, South Omaha, Nebraska, EN21af, ibid.) 


As a 250 watt daytimer in Limon, KLIM would be at best a dollar a 
holler small town station. With a 50 KW signal capable of covering the 
whole Front Range, taking in Denver, Colorado Springs, Pueblo, Fort 
Collins, and Greeley, the potential audience becomes huge. Whether or 
not it could be turned into a money maker just depends on what type of 
programming ends up on it. As with most large markets in the US, there 
is already too much format duplication and competition in everything 
from music formats to sports and religion. I can't think of any format 
the Denver market doesn't already have 4 or 5 of. The only thing I 
don't think anyone has tried that might be somewhat successful would 
be a full time traffic reporting station since the traffic is so bad 
all over the Front Range. I think it would get a lot of listeners, but 
I don't know how well they would be able to sell time on it. 


There is one other consideration worth mentioning, but I don't know 
what all of the rules are affecting it. The new program of allowing AM 
stations to get on a translator could figure into this. Since Denver 
falls within the city grade signal of the proposed 50 kW KLIM signal, 
that might just give them the chance to essentially become a Denver FM 
station. Putting on a 50 kW AM signal might just be the back door way 
of doing it. I don't know if there is anything in the rules limiting 
how far away a translator can be from the COL of the AM station, but 
for an FM station it just has to be within their city grade contour if 
the the translator is owned by the station, unless that has changed. 
73, (Kit W5KAT, ibid.) 


I haven't had a chance to look closely at the KLIM applications, but 
I'd sound a loud note of caution here: when a facility has been 
modified as much as KLIM has been (at least on paper) over the years, 
CDBS sometimes gets some outdated records left in. If a station files 
at some point for, say, day and CH at one location and night at 
another, then files a modified CP application that has just day and 
night records but not separate CH facilities, the CH facilities from 
the earlier application don't automatically get overwritten in CDBS. 
So you end up with updated day and night records and the old CH 
information - again, at least on paper. The FCC staffers look closely 
at the technical narratives that go with each application, and if and 
when it ever comes time to issue a license to cover, it will contain 
the right information. 


I can't imagine any economic justification in 2016 for building a 
separate CH site 35 miles away. (Or, probably, for building out KLIM 


at high power at all; it's lingered for over a decade in radio limbo 
now.) s (Scott Fybush, ibid.) 


I just cobbled up a search routine for the FCC database looking for 
licensed, daytime and critical hours transmitter sites which use 
different geographic locations. There are none currently licensed. 
KLIM's attempt will be the only one if they get a license to cover. 


Surprisingly, there are quite a few separate daytime and nightime 
sites, 54 pairs in all. I can paste the list if anybody is interested 
(Bill RADIO-TIMETRAVELLER, ibid.) 


Looks like the record goes to KMJE-890, Olivehurst, CA (near 
Sacramento), at 43.6 miles distant between daytime (10 kW) and 
nighttime (480 watts) arrays. Coincidentally, both arrays are 3 
towers. The daytime array is in Sacramento and the nighttime array is 
in Yuba City, near Olivehurst. The daytime array pushes its signal 
northeast, the nighttime array to the southwest (Bill RADIO- 
TIMETRAVELLER, ibid. ) 


Interesting. They're a midday catch in Reno which makes sense. 
I'll have to check my Border Inn Logs again. Sent from my BlackBerry 
10 smartphone (Tim Hall, ibid.) 


Here's the list of currently licensed stations having different 
daytime/nighttime locations. One of the original 54 pairs was silent 
status so I dropped it off the list.

The two tower ASR numbers are the same so it's a 
typo. I used Bing Maps bird's eye to determine if the day or night 
coordinates are right. I see two towers at the day coordinates. 


I'll email the FCC engineer in charge of making corrections to AM and 
FM queries. He's very friendly and has made corrections after I've 
shown him a number of errors. 


I'll take this opportunity to recommend Bill's website. He just posted 
this list there. He has great medium wave pattern reference maps for 
day, critical hours and night. Choose a frequency and all of the 
stations will appear on a Google Map. The day and critical hours 
service contours are shown. Touch a flag with your cursor and lots of 
great information appears. Also there's a neat M3 ground conductivity 
map. There's other neat stuff as well.

NEW LOCAL SPANISH-LANGUAGE STATION WILL SEEK TIGERS, LIONS 
By Bill Shea April 17, 2016 8:00 a.m. Updated a day ago 


A new Spanish-language radio station is on the air in metro Detroit, 
and its operator is interested in becoming the flagship Spanish- 
language broadcaster for Detroit Tigers and Lions games. 


WDTW 1310 AM, under the branding name La Mega ("The Mega" in Spanish), 
is now airing Mexican popular music and Spanish-language news, weather 
and traffic information for metro Detroit. It began broadcasting last 

week. 


The 5,000-watt station is operated by suburban Cincinnati-based 
Spanish-language media publisher and broadcaster TSJ Media, a division 
of Gate West Coast Ventures LLC. 


Local Spanish-language entertainment promoter Pedro Zamora owns the 
station through his Taylor-based Zamora Entertainment Inc. He and TSJ 
Media have a deal for the current operating arrangement, which shares 
expenses and revenue. They also have prior deals in place in Ohio. 


TSJ Media is owned by Josh Guttman, a longtime Cincinnati radio 
industry figure. He said Zamora's company spent about $1 million to 


reconstruct the radio station's four broadcast towers, which were 
dismantled a few years ago in Taylor. 


"We literally started with a skeleton of a station and built it back 
from the ground up," said WDTW General Manager Jaime Javier Jaime, who 
confirmed the $1 million estimate (adding that final costs are not yet 
in). 


Guttman said the plan now is to hire 10 to 15 full- and part-time 
staff members to operate the station out of Zamora's Taylor office 
over the next six weeks. WDTW for now is being handled from TSJ 
Media's station in Columbus, Ohio. 


"Piece by piece, we will hire local DJs, more local salespeople, a 
local production person and assistant program director," Guttman said. 
"All of our stations work independent of each other, as far as sound. 
It's all locally based."

TSJ has the Spanish-language broadcast rights for Cleveland Cavaliers 
and Cincinnati Reds games, and Guttman said his plan is to approach 
the Detroit teams about striking a similar deal. 


"Our goal is to have conversations with the Tigers and Lions," he 
said. The Tigers contract their radio broadcasts through a network of 
stations handled by CBS Radio Inc. and the Lions have a similar 
arrangement with Cumulus Media Inc. 


The Tigers confirmed they don't have a Spanish-language station in 
their broadcast network, but had no other comment on the matter. 


Debbie Kenyon, the senior vice president and market manager for CBS 
Radio locally, said she's interested in talking with the new station 
about possibly airing Tigers games. 


"We would love to have a conversation," she said. 

Older radio listeners will remember 1310 AM as "Keener 13" when it 
used the WKNR call letters. It was a Top 40 powerhouse during the 
1960s and '7Os. 


The station, which has had 11 different sets of call letters since 
going on the air in 1946, had previously been owned by radio giant 
Clear Channel (now iHeartMedia Inc.), which donated the station and 
license in 2012 to the Minority Media and Telecommunications Council 
as part of a diversity effort. It had been off the air since then, and 
its radio towers were taken down. 


Zamora, who owns two other stations out of state along with several 
nightclubs, bought the station license from the Minority Media and 
Telecommunications Council in 2014 for $100,000, broadcast industry 
records show. His Zamora Entertainment, where a permanent studio is 
being built, does Spanish-language musician and entertainment 
bookings. 


The market's other Spanish-language station is WSDS 1480 AM in 
Washtenaw County's Superior Township, a 24-hour music station known as 
"La Explosiva." It's owned by Vazquez Broadcasting Corp., but its 
Signal has more static in Detroit than WDTW's cleaner broadcast. 


"You can hear (WDTW) clear as day in Pontiac, and Detroit is totally 
clear," Guttman said. 


He estimated there are at least 200,000 potential listeners from 
Toledo to Detroit to Pontiac who can be tapped for Spanish-language 
radio content and advertising. 


Guttman also noted his company offers clients print advertising via 
several Spanish-language newspapers, and digital and mobile options. 
His company previously had a Spanish-language newspaper in Detroit, 
but eventually mothballed it and gave its advertising accounts to 
Latino Press, Guttman said. 


WDTW will be commercial-free its first few weeks, Guttman said, and 
the market plan to introduce the station includes contests with 
business, billboards and an emphasis on word-of-mouth. 


Guttman said he has nine local advertisers inked to contracts for when 
the station begins airing commercials, and he expects to have an 
additional dozen or more by then. 


Camilo Suero, executive director of the 200-member Michigan Hispanic 
Chamber of Commerce, said he's excited about the new station because 
its signal will reach the Spanish-speaking population pockets in 
Detroit, Pontiac and Macomb County. 


"This is going to be a positive. This will be a conduit for our 
corporate members to reach the growing Spanish-speaking market," he 
said. 


Industry observers say a Spanish-language station could make money 
filling a locally neglected broadcast demographic. 


"Certainly there is room for 1310 as a Spanish station as Detroit has 
historically been among the most underserved in this area of the 


country's major cities," said Don Tanner, a partner in Farmington 
Hills-based Tanner Friedman Strategic Communications and a radio- 
industry insider (via Harry van Vugt, Ont., dxldyg via DXLD)

Bill: Being so close, can't you receive any ground waves from 
Meyerton? Either on the fundamental or sub- or multiple harmonics? 


Even well-maintained transmitters might put out strong enough harmonic 
signals to be detected if close enough to the transmitter. I recall 
hearing some from RCI, Sackville, and I'm a couple of hundred km away. 
How about driving close to the antennas with a portable receiver to 
see what you pick up around 1800 UT? (Richard Langley, Fredericton NB, 
ibid.) 


Hi Richard, Thanks for your input. Yes, I could check for harmonics 
and will do so next time I have a nice strong signal, but at my 
location I have never heard any before on other broadcasts from 
Meyerton, e.g. BBC WS to Southern Africa. I'm still not fully mobile 
after knee surgery last year, so I would have difficulty getting to 
Meyerton, close though it is. 


I do recall, a couple of years ago, on several occasions hearing 
strong SAH's on the BBC 6190 service from Meyerton, just before TOH. 
If I recall correctly, they were very similar in strength and 
frequency to those I now "hear" from "Sana'a". They weren't changing 
site, but must have been changing transmitters for some reason, at the 
same time each day (Bill Bingham, ibid.) 


11860, April 15 is not a good day for Republic of Yemen Radio fA at 
1316 a JBA carrier; slightly improved at 1348; very poor S2 at 1412 
and 1429.

On Monday April 18 my comments echo those of Ron 
Howard on April 11, "So have no idea what was going on here from 0300 
to 0400." 


I tuned in at 0305 today (April 18) and heard nothing from either 
Zambia or Meyerton on this frequency; just normal background noise, so 
normal that I assumed they were both off-air. Definitely no sub- 
audible het as previously heard and reported to DXLD. I found a very 
weak carrier, but it was almost at imagination level. This carried on 
until about 0358, at which point Zambia suddenly became audible, as 
though Lead Africa had been on air and suddenly their carrier was cut 
(just before 0400 as expected). At 0400 there were the usual fish 
eagles and jingle followed by the ZNBC1 ID and "One Zambia One 
Nation". 


If Lead Africa from Meyerton was in fact suppressing Zambia as it 
usually does, I can't understand why I wasn't picking up a strong 
carrier from Meyerton. And no SAH, could one of them have tweaked 
frequency to get rid of the het? Or could some adjustment have been 
made to the Meyerton antenna so that they were just inaudible in 
Jo'burg? 


When Zambia did become audible it was much weaker than usual for that 
time of day; I note that Spaceweather is today reporting a solar flare 
at 0039 and shortwave radio blackouts around the Pacific. Although I'm 
nowhere near the Pacific I wonder if the whole mystery could be 
related to that? Or maybe Meyerton really was off-air and Zambia just 
came on air late? Jo'burg sunrise today 0425 UT (Bill Bingham, 
Johannesburg RSA. Drake R8E, Sony ICF2001D. dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


xx ZANZIBAR. 6015, ZBC Radio, 0253-0330, April 17. An anomaly 

for them; seemed all Spice FM (pop African songs) till 0310, then ME 
sounding music; so not the normal Qur'an and no first monologue. 
After 0316 went to the usual ZBC format (Ron Howard, Asilomar 

State Beach, CA, EtUn E1, antenna: 100' long wire, dxldyg via DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Perhaps like that 4766 kHz signal from last month (no 
longer seen)?

Venezuela has reversed a half-hour time change that was one of the 
signature measures of former president Hugo Ch-vezis idiosyncratic 14- 
year rule. 


Ch-vez turned Venezuelais clocks back 30 minutes in 2007 so that 
children could wake up for school in daylight. 


But his successor, Nicol-s Maduro, has decided to return to the 
previous system, four hours behind GMT, to ensure more daylight in the 
evening when energy consumption peaks. 


A severe drought is affecting the Guri reservoir that provides two- 
thirds of Venezuelais power needs, and water and electricity outages 
are frequent. 


iThis extra half-hour of sunlight will allow a better electricity 
saving because it is at night when people return from work and schools 
that they turn on lights and air-conditioning,i the science minister, 
Jorge Arreaza, said. 


Arreaza, who married Ch-vezis daughter, said the change would come 
into effect on 1 May. iItis as simple as waking up and putting your 
watch forward half an hour.i 


President Madurois government, in power since 2013 following Ch-vezis 
death from cancer, has been cautious in rolling back any of the 
revered socialist leaderis measures. 


The time change accompanies a flurry of other power-saving measures, 
including three-day weekends for public sector employees, rationing at 


malls and exhortations for women to use hairdryers less.

AM radio broadcasters certainly are looking to unleash; theyive been 
jumping in with hundreds of applications for FM translators after the 
Federal Communications Commission began a two-year, four-part 
application process as part of its AM revitalization initiative. 


The FCC also put forth more AM technical proposals and some are 
contentious, including changes in interference protections that some 


broadcasters worry will bring changes to the way Americans listen to 
the band. 


A newly formed group of many of the nationis biggest owners, the AM 
Radio Preservation Alliance, urged the commission to consider 
carefully how it handles revitalization. They believe the FCC has not 
devoted sufficient study or solicited enough comments; they said it 
must take ionly those steps that truly would revitalize the AM band,i 
and raised concerns over proposals to reduce or eliminate interference 
protections for Class A AMs and to decrease daytime protections for 
Class B, C and D AMs. 


In its own filed comments, NAB encouraged the FCC to revise standards 
for locating FM cross-service translators. 


iThe commissionis authorization of cross-service translators in 2009 
has been a resounding success, enabling more than 700 AM radio 
stations to retransmit their programming with a clearer, more reliable 
FM signal,i NAB wrote. iThe commissionis decision 0 allowing AM 
stations to acquire and move an FM translator up to 250 miles will 
extend this opportunity to hundreds of additional broadcasters and 
their listeners.i 


But NAB said a plan to place a 40-mile limit on locating such 
translators may hinder their use by some AMs. iGiven the nationwide 
trend of expanding population centers within suburbs and exurbs, and 
ever-increasing commutes, the 6core market areai for many AM stations 
continues to grow and shift,i the association wrote. iIt is critical 
that AM stations have the flexibility to follow and serve these 
listeners.i 


NAB also asked the commission to carefully consider the impact of 
changing daytime AM protections; and it argued that relaxing the main 
studio requirements would allow stations to redirect resources toward 
programming and public service.

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 11 - 17 April 2016 


Solar activity was at low levels throughout the period. Region 2529 
(NO9, L=342, class/area Eki/850 on 11 Apr) produced all of the 
C-class activity, the largest event a C5/Sf at 16/1958 UTC. An 
associated CME was observed off the west limb but was determined not 
to be Earth-directed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal levels on 11 and 12 April. High levels were reached from 
13-18 April following coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS) 
effects. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at quiet levels on 11 April. 
Unsettled to minor storm conditions were observed on 12-14 April due 
to effects from a negative polarity CH HSS. Active conditions 
continued into early 15 April but decreased to mostly quiet levels 
through midday on 16 April. A weak CME moved through late on 16 
April increasing activity to unsettled to active levels. Quiet to 
active conditions continued into 17 April as CME effects subsided 
and a co-rotating interaction region (CIR) ahead of an approaching 
positive polarity CH HSS. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 18 APRIL - 14 MAY 2016 


Solar activity is expected to be low with a slight chance for 
M-class flares on 18-20 April. As Region 2529 exits the west limb, 
activity is expected to decrease to very low levels with a chance 
for C-class activity from 21 April to 02 May. Low levels are 
expected to return from 03-14 May due to the return of old Region 
2529. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels with the exception of 
26-28 April, 01-03 May and 10-13 April following recurrent CH HSS 
events. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be unsettled to active on 
18-19 April followed with quiet to unsettled levels on 20 April due 


to effects from a positive polarity CH HSS. Mostly quiet conditions 
are expected on 21-22 April. Unsettled conditions are expected on 
23-26 April with isolated active periods likely due to a second 
recurrent, positive polarity CH HSS. Mostly quiet conditions are 
expected from 27-28 April. Unsettled to active conditions are 
anticipated on 29-30 April with minor storm periods likely on 29 
April as a negative polarity HSS becomes geoeffective. Mostly quiet 
conditions are expected from 01-08 May with the exception of 
possible unsettled to active periods on 04 May due to an SSBC that 
has affected us the last few rotations. Unsettled to active 
conditions are expected on 09-11 May with minor storm periods likely 
as a recurrent negative polarity CH HSS moves into geoeffective 
position. Mostly quiet conditions are expected on 12-13 May followed 
by possible unsettled to active conditions on 14 May as a CIR 
impacts the Earth.
